The act passed by the Dominion 
Parliament regarding the — ship- 
ment of liquor from one province 
to another will be a real help in 
the enforcement of provincial 
laws, whatever these may be. The 
act forbids importation for the 
purpose of violating provincial law 
and in ease of prosecution puts 
it up to the importer to show that 
he didn’t know violation of the 
provincial law was intended. The 
hootlegger, whether in a license or 
no-license province, wil! therefore 
be in for a double penalty if he 
sells imported booze—that impos 
ed by the province and also that 
provided in this act. It appears, 
too, that the wholesaler who sup- 
plies an illicit dealer in another 
province is also liable for proseeu- 
tion, The act leaves it with the 
provincial authorities to say what 
measure of restriction there shall 
be, but strengthens their position 
in enforcing the measure of re- 
striction decided upon, If the 
‘blind pig’’ thrives in any prov- 
ince it will be the fault of the 
provincial authorities, not the 
want of assisting Dominion legis- 
lation. \

The prospect of daylight being 
turned onto the workings of the 
late shell committee is notably 
bettered, The amazing disclosures 
made in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday have rather taken the in- 
itiative out of the hands of the 
Government.

prodigious task of rescuing Irish poli- 
tices from mobs and demagogues and 
fanatical agitators ,and placing it in 
the hands of practical, honest, able 
and patriotic men. Sinn Pein combines 
polities with morals and is endeavor- 
ing to promote temperance, sobriety, 
commerce, education, Iiterature,  in- 
dustry and economy, 

“It seeks to develop the native in 
stinets and genius of the people and 
to stimulate thelr patriotism by re-
